Stalking 

Stalking is a crime that happens on college campuses more often than in the general 
population. Stalking is not a single event but a pattern of actions that makes the 
person being targeted feel frightened and controlled. Over time, these actions 
may become more aggressive and dangerous sometimes even life threatening. 

Actions that constitute stalking may include: 

if Repented telephone calls, letters, or emails 


# Sending unwanted gifts (e.g. flowers) 
if Showing up uninvited at places the target frequents 
(i.e. home, work, entertainment) 


* Following, watching, tracking 


* Threatening harm to the person being stalked, family or friends 


* Threatening or harming pets
